The fact is the Democratic ad- 


ministration still has the only def- 
inite foreign policy Americans can 
rally around. On the other hand, the 
nation leans with increasing mo- 
mentum toward

point of view on domestic questions. 
This is a tragic ana' dangerous sit- 
uation-— one that is due primarily 
to Mr. Truman's unhappy faculty 
for planning big things abroad but 
conducting political business 
usual" back home. 


For instance, we hear Washington 


reports that despite the world crisis 
and the imminence of actual war 
with Russia Mr. Truman is propos- 
ing a record civilian-needs budget 
for our own country' This is wrong.
